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Youth Confesses 
To Robbing Safe 
In Army Station 


“I Did It to Get Home to 
Mother,” Boy Tells Fed- 
eral Officials as He Ad- 
mits Crime—Held in 
Fulton Tower. 


In a simple cottage, / some- 
where out in the vast darkness of 
Wednesday night, a little gray- 
haired mother kept a long, lonely 
watch for the return of her missing 
boy. But the little mother’s silent 
vigil was a hopeless one, for behind 
the Reavy steel bars of the Fulton 
county Tower, John C. Davis, the 
boy’ whom she loves as only a 


rious charge, after confessing to 
offcials he had broken into two 
government safes in an éffort to 
obtain transportation home. 

Well for the little mother, whose 
heart leaped with joy at every foot- 
step upon the street, thaht she did 
not know her son had confessed the 
crime. Better for her loving old 
heart that she be left in ignorance 
to her dreams of the boy, to formu- 
late many excuses for his vacant 
chair during the lang-awaited 
Christmas tme. 

“I wanted to get home to spend 
Christmas with my mother,” Davis 
told federal officers with tears 
streaming down his youthful face 


and his voice broken by deep emo- 
tion. 

Then heconfessed to having crack- 
ed two safes in the army recruting 
station offices in the Transportaton 
building Monday night, to Major B. 
M. Bailey, after being arrested by 
department of justice officials. 

Pathetic Picture. 

The boy, as he stood with drooped 
and heaving shoulders and told his 
story of a misspent life, made such 
a pathetic picture that every one 
who heard him was plainly affected. 
His troubles startéd more than a 
year ago, he declared, when he de- 
serted from the navy while in the 
Samoa islands. He was apprehend- 
ed by officials, and after serving a 
sentence, was dishonorably dis- 
charged at San Francisco last 
August. 

Since then the boy has worked his 

way from San Francsco to New Or- 
leans, and from this city to Atlanta. 
When he reached herehe was “dead 
broke,” he said. Believing that he 
might reach his home in time to 
spend Christnias with his mother, 
he attempted to enlist in the army 
under an assumed name, but offi- 
cers refused to accept him until hs 
record had been investigated. 
It was while he was in the office 
that he noticed the safes, saw the 
transportation blanks, which he 
thought he could use, and decided 
to run the risk of a robbery.’ Davis 
returned to the building Monday , 
night, and “cracked” the safes, se- 
curing approximately $300 in treas- 
ury checks, two. transportaton 
blanks and about $70 in stamps. 

Agent A. E. Farland, of the de- 
partment of justice, immedidately 
took charge of the case when the 
robbery was discovered Tuesday 
morning. By questioning ticket 
agents, he. found the corresponding 
numbers of the missing tgansporta- 
tion blanks, and then it was only a 
matter of arresting whoever pre- 
sented the blanks to a conductor. 
Ralroad officials were notified, and. 
as a result Davis was apprehended 
near Toccoa late yesterday after- 
noon and returned to this city, 
where he confessed the crime. 

Mother Awaits Return. 

The boy pleaded with Captain 
Bailey to “give him a chance to 
make good.” He told of how he had 
struggled to live aw honest, straight- 
forward life, but it “seemed that all 
the world” was against him, and he 
didn’t get a “square deal.” - 

“My father is dead, and’'my moth- 
er is expecting me to spend Christ- 
mas with her, after being absent 
for several] years. I know I’ve made 
mistakes, but J want to: make good, 
and if you give me a chance, I can 
prove what I say.” he declared to 
Captajn Bailey. 

Where is the little city in which 


his mother awaits the return of her 
son? This is a question whose an- 


swer the Public will never know, 
for. though Davis told officials 
fYwhere he had started when arrest- 
ed, he requested newspaper men, for 
his mother’s sake, not to publish 
the name of the town. And, being 
but human,.end, therefore,- “soft’’- 
hearted, the reporters promised. 
Davis is now being held at the 
Fulton county Tower on the charge 
of entering a government safe. All 
of the stolen property has been re- 
turned by the boy, and Captain’ 
Bailey has stated he would do al!

Warrant Issued for Man 
Who Posed as Famous 
American Ace and Mar- 
ried Florida Girl. 


Jacksonville, Fla., December 22.— 
A John Doe warrant was issued 
here today, charging embezzlement 
against the man whose wedding at 
St. Augustine Monday gave rise. to 
reports that Captain Eddie Ricken- 
backer, American aviator, had been 
married there. A telegram from 
Captain Rickenbacker, who is on 
the Pacific coast, @isclosed the er- 
ror last night. 

The warrant was signed 
Charles Day, a hotel proprietor. 

Embezzlement of a sum of money 
from Mr. Day by “John Doe, alias 
Eddie Rickenbacker,” is charged in 
the warrant. Mr. Day has offered 


a reward of $50 for the apprehen- 


sion of the man. 
“Rickenbacker” stopped at the 


hotel of whieh Day is proprietor 
while in this city, and is said to 
have secured $750 on a check in- 
dorsed by the hotel man. 

The first intimation that “Rick- 
enbacker” was not the internation- 
ally known aviator was _ received 
here Tuesday night in an Associ- 
ated Press dispatch stating that 
Rickenbacker was on the Pacific 
coast. An investigation was at once 
started by the police, with the re- 
sult that a nation-wide search has 
been instituted, 

Mrs. Rosa L. Hannan, of this 
city and New York, and mother of 
the bride, stated today that she did 
not know “Rickenbacker,” but that 
her daughter told hcr that she had 
known him “a long time.” 

Mrs. Hanan declared that she was 
dumfounded at the turn of events, 
and that she suspected a conspiracy 
of some kind, but that she believed 
that her daughter had done no 
wrong. “I only saw my daughter's 
husband five minutes just before 
they left Monday night, and he was 
of an exceptionally pleasing per- 
sonality,” she said. 

Ww. M. Farans, of New York and 
Philadelphia, salesman for a brass 
manufacturing company, was a wit- 
ness at the wedding. He said last 
night that ‘‘Rickenbacker” had se- 
cured $1,000 in cash, his, watch, dia- 
mond ring and diamond stickpin,}

the National Coal association, an 
organization of coal operators, dealt 
with the government and coped with 
the fuel shortage last summer were 
fields in which a senate investigat- 
ing committee today spent ten 
hours. 

J. D. A. Morrow, a vice president 
of the organization, told how the 
association drafted orders for the 
interstate commerce commission to 
issue on transportation matters, 
paid the expenses of the United 
States geological supvey in collect- 
ing official figures on coal produc- 
tion, kept Joseph P. Tumulty, secre- 
tary to President Wilson, informed 
of all steps and successfully fought 
proposals to re-establish a fuel ad- 
ministration, although coal prices 
continued to mount. 

D. W. Wentz, the 
president, testified to purchasing 

r the war department at the 
height of the shortage 150,000 tons 
of coal, for which the gavernment 
paid $11.50 a ton, while another cor- 
poration which he controlled was 
mining and selling contract coal tor 
$3.20 and $3.87 a ton. 

Correspondence Produced. 

The ex Mination“of the two offi- 
cials of Chaipeociasion was enliven- 
ed from time to time as senators 
produced correspondence taken from 
the organization's files during an 
unannounced search of its offices in 
Washington last Saturday and Sun- 
day, and questioned sharply the pur- 
pose and public interest of*the steps 
taken by the association and gov- 
ernment agencies alike. 

Mr. Wentz declared that his pur- 
chases of coal for the war depart- 
ment had been made over protest, | 

toa

Washington, December 22.—A 
characterization of the black and 
tans in Ireland as “wholly without 
discipline and not responsible | to 
anybody,” was given today by a 
former corporal in the United 
States army in reply to a request 
of the commission of the committee 
of one hundred investigating the 
Irish question for “an appraisal 
through the eyes of a soldier of 
English forces in Ireland.” 

Daniel J. Broderick, of Chicago, 
who said he served on the Mexican 
border before the world war and in 
the navy during hostilities, told the 
commission that “if enlisted men of 
the American military services took 
into their own hands. reprisals 
against the people of occupied ter- 
ritory as the black and tans do in 
Ireland, they would be tried by 
courts-martial and sentenced to 
long terms in military prisons.” 

Witness Was Searched. 

Broderick, who returned to this 
country December 5, after a visit to 
Abbey Feale, Ireland, said he had 
been addressed by a member of the 
black and tan as “one of those 
Yank# who won the war.” He was 
searched on one occasion at the 
point of a pistol, he declared, and 
upon pointing out his American 
citizenship was told “we don’t care 
if you are the president of ths 
United States, you are going to be 
searched.” 

Broderick said he had witnessed 
the pillaging of homes by “drunken 
black and tans,” the “pot shooting” 
of cattle by English soldiers and 
the wounding of a little girl by the 
Hée added that one of the black 
and tans and a member of the royal 
Irish constabulary had showed him 
their ammunition, which, he said, 
consisted of “soft-nosed” bullets, 
moulded of lead and flat on the end. 

The witness described several 
killings attributed to black and. 
tans, and “the Searching and abuse 
of individuals.”

Many Producers of Sta- 
ples Not Named in Bill 
Flood Senators With Re- 
quests for Consideration. 


Washington, December 22.—Over 
the protests of a defiant minority, 
the house tonight adopted the Ford- 
ney emergency tariff by a vote of 
196 to 86. The vote was taken at 
8:45 o’clock, after eight hours’ 
uebate. 

Political lMnes were swept aside 
in the final vote, 41 democrats and 
one prohibitjonist combining with 
154 republicans in supporting the 
measure, while 14 republican lined 
up with 72 democrats aga the| 


bill. 
It was evident long before the 


vote was taken that supporters of the 
measure, designed to protect some 
twenty-odd products for a _ ten 
months’ period, had the situation 
well in hand. But Representative 
Rainey, democratl, of Illinois, lead- 
ing the opposition, opened a bitter 
attack which increased in intensity 
as the debate wore on. 
Loud Roars of “No.” 

Paragraph by paragraph, he :as- 
saulted the measure, while the re- 
publicans, with aloud roar of “noes” 
setn his proposed amendments 
down to deefat. A few republicans 
suported him in his attack, but a 
score of his own party turned from 
their traditional stand against a 
high tariff to join the mafority. 

Opposition speakers charged that 
the measure would send the cost of 
living higher, and branded it as 
class degislation. Defenders, on the 
other hand, said it would save the 
agricultural industry. 

Chairman Fordney, of the ways 
and means committee, which report- 
edthe measure, in opening debate, 
declared the bil] was not scientific, 
and admitted it was hastily drawn, 
but asserted that it was the best 
that could be had at fhis time. 

Sees Higher Living Cost.

Further Evidence Gained 
in Investigation as the 


Grand Jury Recesses 
Over Christmas Period. 


An additional $8,000 in cash, de- 
posited in the savings department 
of a local bank in the name of L. 
V. O’Brien, alias “Jackknife” 
O’Brien, was seized by Solicitor 
John A. Boykin Wednesday after- 
noon in his campaign against the 
alleged wire-tapping syndicate. At 
the same time Judge John D. Hum- 
phries, of the superior court, signed 
an order amending the original in- 
junction brought by Attorney Rob- 
ert P. McLarity in behalf of two 
victims of the gambling ring, and 
made O’Brien and Abe Powers, the 
latter recently convicted of larceny 
after trust, defendants in the civil 
suit. The bank is enjoined from 
disposing of the money until the 
court shall render a decision in 
the matter. 

The amendment to the petition 


filed yesterday sets out that O’Brien 
and Powers were co-conspirators 
with Floyd Howard, Clyde Smith, 
Ed QO. Ellis, Kid Gleason and sev- 
eral others, who, it is alleged, con- 
ducted fake horse races and fake 
stoek exchange to fleece “custom- 
ers.” The suit was brought in the 
name of N. I, Davis, of Layette, 
Ind., and W. R. Manning, of Dallas, 
Texas, victims of ‘the wire- tapping | 


The confiscation Wednesday fol- 
lowed raids made Monday by the 
solicitor on safety deposit vaults of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Smith and Mrs. A. D. 
Woodward, wife and mother respec- 


tively of Clyde Smith and Floyd 
Woodward. Mrreh evidence connect- 
ing the leaders of the gang in a 
thain of fleecing operations was 
found in the strong boxes. 
; Conflicting Beliefs. 

“Jackknife” O’Brien, in whose 
name the $8,000 savings deposit was 
held at a local bank, was in At- 
lanta when the solicitor started his 
raids on gambling places, it is be- 
lieved. He left the city hurriedly 
in an automobile and went to Sa- 
vannah, where, it is understood, he 
was taken to a hospital and was 
operated on for appendicitis. Some 
members of the underworld say 
that he died from the operation, 
while others say that he bought a} 
pauper body and shipped it to his 
home in Toledo. At any rate, “Bae 
solicitor is in receipt of a letter 
from the chief of police of Toledo 
in which the latter states that a 
man named L. V. O’Brien’ was 
buried in Toledo on December 4. 

Abe Powers is now in the Tow- 
er pending a hearing on a Petition 
for a new trial, following his con- 
viction in the criminal division ‘of 


ceny after trust in connection with

It becam. known Wednesday that 
after the officers got into the 
house.Mrs. Smith tore up a number 
of papers in r possession before 
the officers could prevent their de- 
struction. Each scrap of paper was 
carefully picked up by the men and 
pieced together, however, and is now 

“whole” in the hands of the. law. 


Triple Lock on Deer. 


It was disclosed that the doors 
at the Smith home had the same 
triple fastenings that were ysed in 
the gambling houses recently raid- 
ed by the solicitor. The triple 
fastening is composed of two dif- 
ferent patent flocks and a chain 
lock with sixty-five separate screws 
which made it impossible for any- 
body to get the door open beyond a 
crack in a short period of time. Mrs. 
Smith was brought to the solicitor’s 
office and grilled’for several hours. 

Whitley, former revenue 
officer, was taken into temporary 
custody Tuesday, when he came 
to the Smith home. He ig said 
to have been living in the house. 
Court oYficials charge that he aid- 
éd. J. C. McBride, another alleged 
syndicate leader, to escape from At- 
lanta by driving him in Mrs. Smith's 
car to Charleston, 8S. C., the day fol- 
lowing his indictment by the grand 
jury. After being examined for 
several hours, Whitley was ree 
leased. 

Another development Wednesday | 
was the effort of Ernest G. Bell, 
Threatt Moore and John Y. Smith, 
attorneys for E. W. Bubanks, a 
taxicab owner who is under arrest 
in connection with the probe, to 
-have the amount of bail fixed for 
their client reduced. Judge Hum- 
ites originally set the bond at 

0,000, and Eubanks is now in the 
Tower.

Jasper, Ala., December 22.—Pri- 
vate James Morris, Company M, 
Tuscaloosa, was shot from ambush 
anda killed last night at Nauvoo, in 
Walker county, after the soldier had 
killed a coa] miner by the name of 
Northcut at Nauvoo, who had been 
creating a disturbance. 

Northcut resisted arrest and at- 
tempted to kill the trooper, accord- 
ing to reports, whereupon Morris 
shot and killed him. 

Following the shooting of North- 
cut, Morris sent another soldier for 
assistance in caring for the body, 
Morris remaining on guard. While 
in this position, unknown parties 
slipped up on the waiting soldier, 
shot him to death and made their 
escape,

REPORTED IN CHICAGO 


Chicago, December 22.—Chicago 
has just.passed one of the most law- 
less 48 hours of its history. 
A complete list of holdups, rob- 
beries and other crimes reveals that 
there has been a bandit raid in some 
part of the city every hour since 
Monday. They range from general 
assaults by organized gangs of 
thieves to minor holdups by des- 
perate unemployed.

These sculptures—so far 
as they have been ascertained and counted 
—number 186. The most extravagant among 
them ig that known as the footprint of the 
‘Great Warrior.’ It measures eighteen inches 
in length, and has six toes. The other hu- 
man tracks and those of the animals are 
delineated with commendable fidelity. .. . 
These impressions are artificial, and were 
scraped or chiseled out of the rock appar- 
ently with the aid of.cutting implements of 
flint. The accuracy and skill displayed in 
the construction of some of them challenge 
admiration, while others are clumsily and 
rudely made. Most of them present the 
appearance of the natural ad of the ani- 
mal in plastic elay. Twenty-six of these 
sculptures represent impressions of human 
feet—varying in length from four to. sev- 
enteen inches—all of them bare, sfive one, 
which was covered with a moccasin.’’ 
Blue Rock Mountain. 

This so-called enchanted mountain is, per- 
haps, Blue Rock mountain, 3,340 feet, near 
Track Rock gap, on the public road between 
Young Harris and Dahlonega. 

In bulletin No. 2 of the geological sur- 
vey of Georgia of 1894, and on page 14, is- 
given a drawing representing these ficures.

Brussels, December 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—At the conclu- 
sion of the first phase ofgthe sec- 
ond financial congress to disguss |. 
German reparations, the delegates 
apparently have a good idea of 
Germany’s ability to pay and of 
the assistance the allies must 
give to Germany to meet their de- 
Informal discussions. be- 


tween the delegates will continue 
until the congress meets again on 
January 19. 

The German delegates left this 
afternoon for Berlin. The allied del- 
egations met again in the afternoon 
with the object of bringing about 
an agreement in their reports to 
their respective governments. They 
will leave here tonight or tomor- 
row. 


Germans Satisfied. 


The Germans seem satisfied that 
the allies will act favorably.~with 
respect to ,the assistance required 
by Germany. They took with them 
the allied suggestions regarding re- 
forms, such as decreasing the bud- 
get, reduction of the number of 
government employees, increase in 
direct taxes and other measures to 
put Germany on her feet. 

There is a feeling among the al- 
lied delegates that Germany should 
be allowed to retain some ship- 
ping, and hope !s expressed in some 
quarters that German property in 
the United States may be made 
available for credits. The German 
requests, however, admittedly ex- 
ceed the probable allied concessions, 
but it is felt in well-informed cir- 
cles that satisfactory ground for a 
settlement is in sight. 

May Modify Treaty. 

All the delegates voiced their con- 
fidence that the January session 
will prepare the case for a speedy 
decision by the Geneva meeting of 
representatives of the German and 
allied governments respecting the 
possibility of modifying the treaty 
of Versailles in order to enable Ger- 
many to pay the minimum repara- 
tions acceptable to the allies. Ac- 
cording to the original program, 
after the Geneva meeting, which 
succeeds the second session of the 
financial experts of Brussels, and 
after the reparations commission 
has fixed the total of the repara- 
tions due, the allied premiers will 
meet and decide whether the re- 
ports of the different conferences 
are acceptable and also what guar- 
antees are required for fulfilmeny

Training Schools. 


Christmas shopping and Christ- 
mas worries and joys are prone to 
crowd from one’s mind thoughts of 


figures—except the figures on the 
Christmas shopping list—but there 


ls one set of figures which has just 
been announced by the government 
which holds interest for all. 
Scattered’ throughout the five 
states of Georgia, Florida, Tennes- 
see, North and South Carolina the 
government has 3,600 men who are 
preparing themselves for a bigger 
and better place in the world’s af- 
fairs. These men all bear some 
trace of the wear and tear of mod- 
ern warfare. They are the dis- 
abled ex-service men -whi@h the 
south sent forth to the war, and, 
with the assistance of the govern- 
ment, are now in business houses, 
schools and other places of learn- 


ing working for perfection in their 
chosen trade or profession. 


Atlanta Is Hendquarters. 


The channel through which these 
men are receiving the help of the 
government is the federal board for 
vocational education, and Atlanta is 
the headquarters for the fifth dis- 
trict. Through the Atlanta office 
every phase of the work from the 
first application made by the ex- 
soldier to the actual handling of 
the compensation checks go through 
this office. 

And now for the figures: Geor- 
gia alone receives $1,853,000 annual- 
ly for the ex-service men and the 
eee which they are attend- 
ng. 

The city of Atlanta receives $1,- 
173,000 for the men and institu- 
tions. 

Not one cent of this amount is 
expended for salaries for any one 
officially connected with the fed- 
eral board, all of it going directly 
into the education and training of 
the men. 

With 3,600 men in training in 
this district, a resume of the num- 
ber of trades, professions and vo- 
cations which the men are study- 
ing show a list of 115. These range 
from dentist assistant to plumber, 
and from mechanics to medicine. 

Thousands of Applications. 

The office in Atlanta has han- 
dled thousands of applications 
which have come in unsolicited, and 
also other thousands which they 
themselves uncovered. Field rep- 
resentatives are constantly in the 
field working with the various or- 
ganizations which are in touch with 
the disabled men in their sections, 
and every effort has been made to 
acquaint the men who _ formerly 
wore khaki and blue with the op- 
portunities which have been pre- 
pared for them. 

Some figures mean one thing and 
some another, but to even the most 
casual reader these figures must 
mean the prospect of great futures 
for the 3,600 men now in training, 
and for Georgia a better educated 
and more progressive citizenship.

COMPANES ENIOINED 
FROM LEAVING STATE 


vent Fire Underwriters’ 
Withdrawal From 
Mississippi. 


Jackson, Miss., December 22.— 


State Revenue Agent Stokes V. Rob- 
ertson late this afternoon sued out 
a writ of injunction before Chan- 
cellor Striker forbidding the 139 
fire insurance companies doing bus- 
iness in this state, against whom he 
has filed suit for penalties under 
the anti-trust laws, from withdraw- 
ing from the state. 
Conspiracy Charged. 

The petition for injunction 
charges that the companies have 
“conspired each with the other to 
cease doing business in the state of 
Mississippi,” that they have simul- 
taneously ceased to write insurance 
policies in the state of Mississippi, 
all of which, the petition avers, “is 
the result of an unlawful conspira- 
cy, each with the other, to unlaw- 
fully defeat complaint in the suit 
against you.” 

The injunction, which is tempo- 
rary, the date for a hearing having 
not yet been fixed, enjoins the 
companies from “withdrawing from 
this state in pursuance of said con- 
spiracy, and commanding you not to 
carry out said conspiracy to dis- 
continue the business of writing in- 
surance on property against loss by 
fire in said state, and commanding 
that you absol ly refrain and de- 
sist from carrying out said con- 
spiracy by suspending business in 
said state.” 


No Insurance Written. 


The revenue agent does not con- 
tend that the companies have no 
right to withdraw from the state, 
but that they have violated the law 
by “conspiracy” to withdraw. 

There was absolutely no writing 
of insurance in the state of Missis- 
sippi today, orders being received 
by many more of the agencies to 
withdraw altogether. Agencies 
have not only quit writing insur- 
ance, it is said, but have agreed that 
there shall be no brokerage placing 
of policies in companies not admit- 
ted to do business in that state, and 
the situation, instead of being clari- 
fied, as was expécted today, grows 
more tangled. The expiration of 
fire policies at an early date is caus- 
ing a great deal of apprehension.

fraud, expressed a hope that the 
mishap to his créditors’ investments 
would not mar the spirit of the 
Christmas season, and asked them 
to look forward with him to the 
day when he would step from the 
jail a free man to aid them in re- 
covering their losses. He asked 
that if his yuletide message found 
any response among them that. they 
send “a word of sympathy and en- 
couragement to his wife and 
mother.”

tion in Freight and 
Passenger Rates on 
Railroads. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON 

Washington, December 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—A reductién of freight and 
passenger rates is urged upon the in- 
terstate commerce commission in a 
letter by Senator William J. Harris 
today, who contends that the public 
and the railroads are both suffer- 
ing from the present high rates. The 
letter says: 

“It has been brought to my atten- 
tion by many people in Georgia and 
those whom I have seen here, that 
the present high passenger and 
freight rates are doing more to de- 
crease the amount of income re- 
ceived by the railroads than if a 
lower rate was in effect, which 
would cause more freight to move 
and more people to travel. In other 
words, the railroads are not carry- 
ing an average maximum of freight 
and passengers since the increase in 
rates. Of course, the commission 
doubtless has figures on this ques- 
tion which throws more light than 
l can by general observations. 

“It is needless for me to point out 
to you and the commission that the 
railroad situation is a problem 
which has not been solved to any 
great degree by the transportation 
act of 1920. The thing which I am 
greatly interested in is the matter 
of freight and passenger rates to be 
Placed within reach of the average 
Person, and at the same time give 
the railroads a reasonable income 
for their investment. Both the pub- 
lic and the roads deserve an honest 
living, but I fear that both are suf- 
fering. Because of high freight 
rates there are products in my state 
which are now being shipped in 
Very small quantities in comparison 
with production.and demand. 

“TT hope that an adjustment can 
soon be made which will bring 
down the rates, and I would thank 
you to let me have any information 
on the matter at your couvenience, 
which may have been gathered or 
published by the commission.” / 


Friendship Ties 
Strong in Death, 
Comrades Find 


Unseen Forces Lead Two 
Men to Casket of Their 
Boyhood Friend, Who 
Died in World War. 


About a decade ago, there lived 
in a little Alabama town three 


youths, whose friendship for each 
other was common gossip among 
the inhabitatns. When the boys 
grew to manhood, they entered the 
government postal service. They 
were George T. Booth, who is now 
stationed in Montgomery in the rail- 
way mail service; L C .Boyd, of 101 
Hurt street, Atlanta, who has one of 
the “runs” between Atlanta and 
Montgomery in the same _  depart- 
ment, and Herndon Glenn Swanson, 
who, before he gave his life for his 
country, lived in Fairburn, and had 
the same “run”’ as that of Mr. Boyd. 

When the United States entered 
the world war, Swanson was sent to 
France as a postal agent. After a 
short stay, he returned to his home, 
and when the onslaught of the Huns 
madeit necessary to call for volun- 
teers for overseas service, he vol- 
unteered and was sent to Siberia. 
Here he was almost immediately 
stricken’ by the dreaded typhus dis- 
ease and died. 

His friends heard of his death and 
grieved as only strong men can for 
a true friend who has passed on. 
They knew that he had found an 
ice-covered resting place in Siberia, 
on account of the laws prohibitine 
removal of bodies in cases where 
death is the result of a malignant 
disease, within a year’s time. 

Thought of Friends. 

And always when their thoughts 
were of him, they pictured him 
7 er gg in the barren, frozen soil of 
Siberia, 7,00 miles distant, or, as 
they last saw him, laughing and 
talking as they stood on the depot 
platform in Montgomery, where the 
three gathered every time their 
schedules permitted, and talked over 
boyhood days. 

During the past two years, it was 
& common sight for Mr. Boyd to see 
fifty wooden boxes draped with the 
American flag lying on the depot 
siding waiting to be transferred to 
aonther train. Many a time he had 
passed a solitary coffin as it lay 
on the depot platform, and he had 
seen any number of coffins, from 
one to fifty, and had passed them by. 

Thesame was true of Mr. Booth. 
Since the first mobilization, it was 
no uncommon thing for him to glance 
out of his office across the station 
platform and see the flag-draped 
wooden box. 

Lovely Coffin. 

Early one bright, crisp mornine, 
about the first of October of this 
year, Mr. Boyd completed his run, 
left the mail train in Montgomery 
and started up the platform. About 
twenty yards down the platform lay 
a lone coffin. It was not in his 
path and there was nothing unusual 
about it. He took a few more steps 
and stoped: there was something 
appealinygly lonely about this par- 
ticularcoffin. He made another ef- 
fort to continue on his way to the 
office, but could not. An irresisti, 
ble force, unseen and unheard, 
slowly guided him, to the side of the 
wooden box. 

When he reached the coffin, still 
chained by the unforeseen force, he 
raised the flag, and the metal plate 
under the coffin became the mouth- 
Piece of the dead, and he _ read, 
“Herndon Glenn Swanson.” A chill 
swept over the man as he stood on 
the same platform beside the body 
of his old friend. He dropped the 
flag back on the coffin, the only 
flag that he ever raised from its 
Place during the entire time that he 
has come into touch wtih the 
draped caskets. 

Mr. Boyd hastened into the office 
of Mr. Booth, where the former re- 
lated his experience. When he had 
finished, Mr. Booth stated that not 
ten minutes before the train had 

ulled into the depot, he was look- 
ng out of his office and saw this 
coffin and, against his will, he went 
down on the platform, raised the 
flag and for the first time knew 
that the bodv of hia friend had been 
removed from the country in 
which he died.

A wage reduction of 221-2 per cent 


for the 35,000 cotton mill operatives 
in this city v-*+s announced today 
after a conference between the Fall 
River Cotton Manufacturers’ associ- 
ation and the textile council. The 
reduction, which will become ef- 
fective on January 3, in all of the 
one hundred mills controlled by 
members of tis manufacturers’ as- 
sociation, brings this textile cen- 
ter into line with the reduced scale 
of wages in other cotton-making 
centers of New England. 

James Tansey, president of the 
textile council, said that general 
meetings of all the textile unions in 
the city would be held early next 
week to vote on acceptance or re- 
jection of the cut. Less than one- 
third of the operatives here are 
union members, but the action of 
the textile council usually is accept- 
ed as the guide among the work- 
ers. 


Pittsfield, Mass., December 22.— 
Announcement was made today that 
a 221-2 per cent wage reduction 
would be put into effect shortly in 
all of the woolen and worsted mills 
in central and northern Berkshire 
county. Between 2,500 and $3,000 
persons are normally employed in 
the eleven mills. Several .of the 
plants have been closed for some 
weeks and no date has been set for 
their resuming operations. 


Bridgewater, Mass.@ December 22. 
The Stanley Iron Works here, with 
head offices in New Britain, Conn., 
today posted notices of a 15 per cent 
reduction in wares effective at once. 
A 5 per cent monthly bonus also is 
abolished and a drop from time-and- 
a-half to straight time for all 
overtime is announced. 


ALABAMA TORNADO 
BRINGS HEAVY LOSS 


Barnwell and Laurens, South 
Carolina, Storms Cause 
Death of One. 


Eufaula, Ala., December 22.—A 
Tornado passed ten miles north of 
Eufaula at 10 o’clock this morning. 
unrooting trees and demolishing a 
number of houses, but no reports 
of loss of life have been received, 
although telephone wires are down 
and telegraph service is being con- 
ducted under difficulties, making 
receipt of details slow.

an unprotected market. 


CONFIDENCE VOTE 
IS GIVEN LEYGUES 
BY THE DEPUTIES 


Paris, December 22.—The cham- 
ber of deputies this afternoon, after 
an agitated debate in which the 
cabinet was sharply assailed, ap- 
proved the first, part of a resolu- 
tion accepted by the cabinet, but 
failed to approve the second clause 
by an unprecedented tie vote, 279 
voting each way. This ordinarily 
means the fall of the cabinet. 

Some of the deputies held that 
the cabinet had been beaten while 
others said they were ready to ac- 
cept the clause in amended form. 
Premier Leygnes finally accepted 
the modified form, whereupon the 
chamber voted confdence in the 
ministry, 472 to 66.

COPING WITH CRIME. 


“We have had ‘crime waves’ in 
Atlanta,” Chief Beavers is quoted 
as having said Wednesday, “but 
I cannot remember when we have 
had so many crimes in such a 
short period as Atlanta has shown 
in the past few weeks.” 

This, as the chief points out, is 
a condition that is by no means 
peculiar to Atlanta, but one that 
obtains in practically every large 
city and’ throughout the country 
generally. 

This condition presents a prob- 
lem that can neither be tem- 
porized with nor evaded. 

Our police department says it 
is doing its very best with the 
resources at its command. 

These resources are inadequate, 
as proven by the very fact of the 
existence of the condition itself. 

There is only one way to meet 
this situation, and that is to meet 
it; only one way to put an end to 
crime in Atlanta, and that is to put 
an end to it! 

The chief has suggested the ad- 
dition of more men to the regular 
police force, and the addition of 
wmore automobiles to the depart- 
ment’s equipment. 

§ Both of these suggestions are 
sound, and should be put into ef- 
Mect at once. 

It is every citizen’s duty, of 
course, to help—to co-operate 
with the police in preventing 
crime and in apprehending and 
sonvicting criminals. 

But to rely on untrained civilians 
o police the city is not only futile 
‘and ineffective, but it is Inviting 
crime; and to call on civilian citi- 
zens to do that sort of service is 
tantamount to a humiliating con- 
fession of weakness on the part of 
the police, which delights the 
criminal! 

New York is meeting its “crime 
wave” by the addition of 1,300 
patrolmen to the regular force. 

- That is going about the business 
in the right way; and Atlanta 
should do the same thing. 
It will not do for Atlanta to 
resort to the traditional old whine 
that it is “broke,” and that it can- 
not afford to hire more policemen. 
‘ it can do what it must do, and 
it must find the money necessary 
to adequately protect the lives and 
property of its citizens against 
thuggery and theft. 
” What Atlanta cannot afford is to 
tolerate the criminal element, and 
to submit to wring its hands and’ 
appeal to citizens to play at being 
policemen, while every night 
homes and stores are being bur- 
gilarized and citizens are being 
held up and robbed, and too fre- 
quently murdered, by crooks and 
yeggs and thugs! 
This thing must stop! , 
And it is Atlanta’s first duty to 
’ jtg citizens to quit playing the

Under the present surtax sys- 
tem, the chairman said, it often 
happens that more is added to 
sales, under the guise of covering 
tax than the tax levy justifies, 
and this, Chairman Fordmey con- 
tends, is one of the problems that 
congress must solve in revising 
the revenue law. | 

As the present amusement tax 
system works out, when a citizen 
buys a theater or other amuse- 
ment ticket for, say, $1 or $2, as 
the case may be, he knows in ad- 
vance precisely the added amount 
which he must pay in the form of 
taxation. 

The same principle should ap- 
ply in the case of every sale upon 
which the government may place 
a sales tax. 

If such a tax as that proposed, 
is kept strictly to the lowest mini- 
mum of federal requirement, and 
is applied to everybody without 
favoritism or discrimination, and 
if the consumer is _ protected 
against the possibility of having 
to pay more than the exact amount 
of the tax itself, there should be 
no valid objection to the plan, for 
such a tax would be fair and just 
to all. 

The peanut vendor, for instance, 
whose gross sales amount to, say, 
$100 or $200 a month would have 
only a few cents to pay on the 
gross volume of his busines; and 
the establishment whose gross sales 
run into the millions would pay in 
proportion—no more and no less. 


just and fair. : 
In order to protect the con- 
sumer it has been suggested that 
in levying this tax every sales 
transaction be accompanied by a 
duplicate memorandum—one copy 
to be handed to the purchaser, the 
other to be retained by the vendor 
—showing exactly the amount of 
the sale, and, at the bottom, the 
amount of the government tax at 
the percentage fixed by law. 
In this way, in fixing the price 
of goods sold the vendor would 
fix the prices regardless of reve- 
nue tax—as though there were no 
such tax. Then, when he makes 
a bill of sale he simply foots it 
up and adds to it the percentage 
of the government tax. The cus- 
tomer pays the bill, and in doing 
so he has in black and white ex- 
actly the amount of the tax bur- 
den he is carrying, and knows 
that he is carrying no more than 
his rightful share. 
He will know that he has not 
been charged a price plus the legal 
percentage of revenue tax, plus an 
additional percentage above the 
tax. 
This tax is a consumers’ tax. 
The public so understand it, and 
every good citizen is willing 
enough to pay it, provided, he 
knows that what he pays as war 
tax will, every penny of it, find its 
way into the government treasury, 
and that the “war tax” cannot be 
used as a pretext under which to 
obtain money from him under 
false pretenses. 

After all, it appears that no 
fairer tax plan could be devised. 

It would treat everybody alike. 
The man who buys little would 
have little to pay; the man who 
buys much would have to pay in 
proportion, the amount of the tax 
going up in proportion with the 
volume of business. 
The plan suggested gives prom- 


ing annually all that may be nec- 
essary to run the government. 

Everybody is agreed that an im- 
provement over the present sys- 
tem is essential, and it looks as 
though this plan, with the income 
tax and sur-tax and other taxes 
that will be levied, will provide 
the necessary revenues.

THE POPULAR EXERCISE FAD. 

Exercise is a two-edged medicine, 
like most good medicine. It is ca- 
pable of doing serious harm when 
unintelligently prescribed and it Is 
unintelligently prescribed by any 
number of physical culture charla- 
tans and mail order schemers for 
those who like that sort of thing. 

If I have seemed to place greater 
emphasis on exercise as a remedial 
agent than I have placed on drugs, 
that is certainly not because I im- 
agine exercise is a better or more 
essential remedy than GCrugs. I have 
urged the value of exercise for 
sedentary people who hope to keep 
reasonably well; I have not pre- 
scribed exercise or exercises for any 
individual case, and I have inform- 
ed a great many correspondents 
that I am unable to prescribe such 
a remedy for an individual case 
without having personally examined 
the patient to determine whether 
exercise is advisable, and if 50, 
what exercise and how much. I 
regret to find so many readers im- 
agine exercise is a cure-all which 
can be blindly employed without 
regard to individual circumstances 
or requirements. 

A good many victims of such se- 
rious disease as tuberculosis are 
daily weakening their chance of ar- 
rest by indulging in unadvised or 
ill-advised exercise, even such mod- 
erate exercise ds walking about. It 
is nothing less than foolhardy for 
any victim of th disease to take 
so much as a oll around the 
house without the explicit direction 
of the physician who knows his 
individual requirement—and no phy- 
sician can know that who has not 
recently e: -mined and observed the 
patient. The indiscriminate pre- 
s:ription of exercise for those who 
happen to have tuberculosis, as is 
done altogether too frequently by 
the physical culture charlatan and 
the mail order faker, is responsible 
for much unhappiness on the part 
of TB victims and their friends. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Cold Cream. 

What is a good formula for a cold 
cream? (Miss L. K. D.) 

ANSWER—The best formula is 
that given in the U. S. Pharmaco- 
poeia which every druggist has, and 
the preparation is there called Un- 
guentum Aquae Rosae (Ointment of 
Rose Water). <Any reliable phar- 
‘macist can prepare any desired 
quantity on order—and of course 
cold cream should be freshly made. 

How Many Oranges?f 

Are aranges good for one? How 
many oranges may one eat without 
injury every day? Is it harmful to 
take the juice of half a lemon in a 
glassful or a pint of hot water ev- 
ery morning? Is drinking hot wa- 
ter at frequent intervals through 
the day beneficial for one, or is it 
liable to cause cancer as I have re- 
cently heard? (J. D.) 


ANSWER—Oranges are whole- 
some, usually beneficial, in any 
quantity daily. It is not harmful 


to take lemon juice in a pint of 
water every morning—might even 
be beneficial, but don’t let any one 
make you believe that this can pos- 
sibly reduce flesh. I do not advise 
the drinkine of hot water or any 
other hot beverage as a habit. Some 
physicians do think that drinking 
or eating things that are very hot 
may favor cancer of the stomacn. 
In any case, it is certainly not a 
healthful practice. 


Chapped Lips. 
My lips are always chapped in 
cold weather. They seem to be dry 
and I have a, constant desire to 


mosten them with my tongue, espe- 
cially when in a warm room with 
many people. Is that mere ner- 
vousness? (I. I. B.) 

ANSWER — Probably a habit 
caused by the condition of the lips, 
but it tends to aggravate the chap- 
ping. Better use this lotion two 
or three times a day on the lips: 

Glycerin, tincture of benzoin, al- 
cohol; equal parts of each.

STATE FARMERS UNION 
RE-ELEGTS OFFICERS 


Meeting Approves a Wider 
Scope for Market 
Bureau. 


Re-election of all state officers 
of the Farmers’ union, adoption of 
resolutions calling for an enlarged 
bureau of markets, promotion of 
the co-operative marketing system 
and condemnation of the policy of 
the federal reserve board were main 
features marking the final session 
Wednesday in the capitol of the or- 
ganization. 

Under the plan for a larger state 
bureau of markets it is proposed to 
have a representative in each coun- 
ty to assist the producer in market- 
ing crops at a fair price, while other 
features now in effect will be per- 
fected. This proposal was ad- 
vanced by Governor-elect Thomas 
W. Hardwick in an address at Ath- 
ens several weeks ago. 

The resolution regarding the fed- 
eral reserve system stated it was 
the opinion of the union that the 
system was in a position to render 
valuable aid to farmers, but through 


the attitude of Secretary of Treas- 
ury Houston and Governor Harding, 
a heavy loss has been sustained by 
producers. 

President J. H. Mills presided dur- 
ing the afternoon session, and short 
talks were made by Secretary Flem- 
ing and a number of others. Lutne? 
H, Still appeared before the body 
as a representative of the Georgia 
Federation of Labor and reqyested 
its co-operation in securing the 
passage of legislation next summer.

Urge Library Aid 
On City Council 


Atlanta civic leaders are prac- 
tically unanimous in their expres- 
sion that steps should immediately 
be taken to assure Atlanta of con- 
tinued and uninterrupted service of 
the Carnegia library, which is said 
to be in lamentable financial condi- 
tion and in urgent need of support 
which it seems will be given by an 
appropriation of city council. 

Committees have been appointed 
from civic organizations of the city 
to appear before the finance com- 
mittee of council im reference to 
including the library on the 1921 
finance sheet. Julian Boehm, pres- 
ident of the Civitan club; Eugene 
Harrington, president of the Ro- 
tary club; Eugene R. Black, presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Chamber of 


Commerce; Dave W. Webb, president 
of the Atlanta Advertising club, and 
George E. Eubanks, president of the 
Kiwanis club, have expressed them- 
selves in favor of immediate and 
concerted action as follows: 


W. E. Harrington, 

‘‘Atianta ig very fortunate in having the 
library school. Strictly as a dollars and 
cents proposition it would be poor business 
policy for us to lose the contribution that 
the Carnegie library fund makes toward 
the payment of remuneration of those on 
our library staff, and the practical help 
that the students give without cost while 
taking the library course. Atlanta should 
promptly meet the reasonable requirements 
necessary to maintain a staff of competent 
librarians in competition with other cities 
of a eimilar class. Our libraries form a 
very important part of our community life, 
ranking along educational lines only sec- 
ond to our schools. It is to the interest of 
every citizen to have a_ well-organized 
and properly balanced library staff. I feel 
confident that council will recognize the 
needs of the library board, and find. a way 
to keep our library system up to @ max!i- 
mum of efficiency.”’

‘“‘Apart from the present crisis facing the 
Carnegie library in the possibility of los- 
ing the library school, the condition of 
general depletion in staff and books is 
something which the city of Atlanta should 
not willingly allow to continue.

No city can af- 
ford to be without a library and no city 
with the ideals and solid good qualities 
that Atlanta possesses can afford to keep 
its library on a starvat.on scale. It is bad 
business, for a comparatively small increase 
in expenses will set the institution in run- 
ning order and give us a library to which 
we can again point with pride. We should 
no more be willing to have a library with- 
out a well equipped staff and a sufficient 
supply of books and magazines than we 
would be willing to have sham books on the 
shelves of our home libraries.

Ceiling association, that the organ- 
ziation would “mend its ways” and 
eliminate “unfair and despotic reg- 
ulations” in its by-laws. 

Price of “ipe. 

Charles F. Tuttle, secretary of the 
Eastern Manufacturers testified to 
the association’s activities. While 
denying that the soil pipe mnufac- 
turers had a system of price fixing, 
Tuttle admitted they had a method 
of notifying each other of a change 
of price by another member. 

“Yes, and the Central Foundry 
company set the pace,” asserted 
Samuel Untermyer, the committee's 
counsel, adding that every time the 
company changed the price of pipe, 
all the other association memoders 
did likewise. 

Tuttle’s declaration that the price 
changing lists had been discontin- 
ued last April was characterized as 
a “fake” by the committee's coun- 
se], who declared the _ soil pipe 
prices continued uniform throuzh- 
out the country. 

Documentary Evidence.

‘‘Inclosed find check for $10 for Asso- 
clated Charities, from one who belongs to 
the so-called Puritanical crowd, and whose 
heart and hand are open hilariously to help 
needy humanity.

This drive is being made with a 
view of securing sufficient pay- 
ments in advance to assure the 
breaking of ground for the proposed 
hall in time for completion and 
occupancy at the opening of the 
scholastic year 1921-1922. 

The Vanderbilt Alumnus, the 
monthly publication of the Vander- 
bilt Alumni association, is publish- 
ing’ a special ChristmaS issue de- 
voted to the memorial hall. This 
issue contrains photographs and 
sketches of the Vanderbilt men who 
died in France. A special feature 
is devoted to the late Lieutenant 
Irby ‘Rice Curry, better known as 
“Rabbitt,” star of many a hard- 
fought grid contest, who lost his 
life in aerial combat with the Hun. 

It is planned to begin work on 
the new hdll as soon as possible. 
The structure will contain a large 
gymnasium, ’wimming pool, trophy 
and club rooms, quarters for the

That is what Wall 
street believes. Because of this belief, a great deal of sympathy was 
‘expressed throughout the financial district for members of .the firm. 
As far as could be learned today from the firm’s viewpoint it was a 
Straight, clean failure, and the chances favor a resumption. 
Had Sensational Career. 
‘Texas and Pacific Coal and Oil has had a sensational career dur- 
_ she the past few years. Before the par $100 shares were split up into 
; having a par value of $1 and exchanged ten for one, the selling 
‘price was above $2,000 a share. Early this year/the new shares sold 
at 683-8. Yesterday the price dropped from 331-4 to 293-4, and to- 
day to 25. After the announcement of the Foster & Lounsberry fail- 
ure the price advanced. 

It {is also understood that the firm had been carrying Crucible for 
customers who were long of that stock. That stock, which sold at 
278% last April, sold at 75% yesterday.

W. H. Johnston, president of the International Association of 
Machinists, has just sent a request to President Wilson to veto the 
amendment to the transportation act, which would defer until Janu- 

- sary 1, 1922, the clause which provides for competition when the rail-~ 
roads are selling securities, placing contracts for construction or pur- | 
chasing equipment or supplies. 

Johnston declares. that the amendment to this clause, which was | 
to have become effective on January 1, 1921, “was slipped through 
both houses without debate and without the members having had a 
gent to ascertain what was back of the legislation.” After pointing 

st that the:amendment will give railroad officials and directors who 
are personally interested in banking, equipment and construction 
companies another year of unlimited opportunity to prey upon the 
public who must foot the bills for the railroads, Johnstn adds: ‘“Re- 
cent deals between railroads and equipment concerns with which they 
are allied have come to light. These have involved unwarranted 
chargesfor repairs of locomotives and cars which will mount up to 
tens of millions of dollars. This money has been extracted from the 
public.” . ) 

Railways’ Secrets Divulged. 

The clause which Johnston refers was originally part of the 
Clayton law passed in 1914. It should have become effective long 
ago, but has been postponeg year after year through the untiring 
efforts of the railroad and equipment officials. No good business man 
floats new securities or buys materials or supplies without asking for 
bids, and there is no good reason why the railroads, as congress de- 
cided back in 1914, should not do the same thing. For example, in the 
report on the investigation of the New Haven by the interstate com- 
merce commission, states: “The New Haven purchased cars almost 
exclusively from James B. Brady (Diamond Jim), and Mr. Brady, as a 


witness, made no secret of his generosity to the officials with whom + | 


. had business. Locomotives were ptrchased from a company in 

’ Ywhich a director of the New Haven was also a director. Corporate 

economy is not practicable where gifts and obligations arising from 
friendship tend to obscure official duty.” 

But there is another side to Mr. Johnston’s protest. He neglected 
to explain that because of the. strangle hold that the labor unions now 
have on the railroads many companies have recently farmed out re- 
pairs for the purpose of getting back to a piecework basis. It is no 
secret that for the past few years the average railway employee has 
been trying to do as little work as possible for the highest possible 
pay. The public needs protection from the “Diamond Jims” in labor 
as well as in capital.

New York, December 22.—The 
stock market made partial’ recoy- 
ery in the first half of today’s ses- 
sion from the sweeping reaction of 
the previous day, but the uncertain 
trend later suggested that involun- 
tary liquidation was still a factor 
to be reckoned with.

Other firms and individuals were 
reported to be experiencing consid- 
erable embarrassment in meeting 
the demands of their banks, but 
the general financia] situation, in 
its relation to stock exchange loans, 
was declared to be eminently sound. 
Dealings fell away somewhat 
from yesterday’s high record, but 
the number of individual shares 
traded in was almost as large, em- 
bracing a variety of investment is- 
sues, Many,of which were probably 
liquidated to establish year-end 
losses. 

Shorts were driven to cover just | 
before the close by a vigorous re- 
bound in several o the leaders, no- 
tably Mexican Petroleum, Reading 
and United States Steel, related is- 
sues also retrieving much of their 
loss of the mid-session. 

Net losses of 3% to 6 points were 
made by’ Texas Pacific Coal and 
Iron, United States Rubber and 
Replogle Steel, the latter at no time 
making more than a feeble rally 
from yesterday's spectacular de- 
scent. Sales amounted to 1,400,000,- 
000 shares. 

Money and foreign exchange were 
steady, but exerted no appreciable 
influence over the stock market. 
Included in the day’s additional 
gold imports was a consignment of 
$1,300,000 from Sweden and a nom- 
{nal sum from London. 

Bonds were again affected by the 
strain upon stocks, many domestic 
and foreign Issues easing, although 
some of the Liberty group im- 
proved. Total sales, par value, $27,-

Uncle Sam Plays 
Old Santa’s Part 
To Starving Kids 


New York, December 22.—Twen- 
ty-five hundred tons of food will 
be dropped by America into the 
stockings of youngsters in the 
famine lands of eastern and central 
Europe Christmas day. 

Relief organizatigns under the di- 
rection of Herbert Hoover and the 
Red Cross, have transported the 
food for the Cligristmas day happi- 
ness of some 3,500,000 children in 
war-stricken areas. Though not a 
member of the league of nations, 
America on Christmas day will be 
Santa Claus to a suffering group 
comprising a league of a dozen dif- 
ferent languages, but with the com- 
mon Plaint of illness and want. 

To each youngster on that day 
will be apportioned something ever 
a half pound of food as Christmas 
rations. 

Some of the children will receive 
their meals in royal palagees, where 
kings, queens, princes, famous gen- 
erals and ministers of state had 
Christmas feasts in years gone by. 
Some of them will be served at long 
uncovered tables, set up in school 
houses, or old army barracks. Still 
others will-be glad to eat their 
Christmas meal in sheds or even 
dugouts where retiring armies left 
no buildings standing. 

It will be a $105,000 Christmas 
dinner, but the cost of the meal per 
child amounts to only 3 cents. 

Approximately 300,000 starving 
children in Austria wil be fed from 


i sters under 


117 feeding stations, and the Quak- 
ers operating in Germany under the 
direction of Hoover, wiil feed 600,- 
000. Nearly a million Pofish chil- 
drem some in a most desperate 
state of starvation, will line up 
at the kitchens in stricken areas. 
America’s banquet in Vienna alone 
will be attended by 160,000 young- 
fifteen. 
American Charity. 

But this is only part of the work 
which must be done on Christmas 
day. American charity is now sup- 
norting thousands of clinics, hos- 
pitals and orphanages in central 
and eastern Europe. All of which 
are being provided for. 

For the great American Yelief as- 
sociation Christmas is just one 
more day’s work—perhaps an ex- 
ceptional day’s work—however, for 
the feeding of the starving has 
been going on for age oe Every 
seven days there are r atired for 
this succor to the hungry eighty- 
two tons of cocoa, 232 tons of sugar, 
77 tons of milk, 1,716 tons of flour, 
537 tons of beans, 420 tons of rice 
and 187 tons of lard. The total 
amount of food needed for the 34 
weeks before the next harvest 
comes in will be about 134,096 tons, 
costing around $23,000,000. The oth- 
er $10,000,000 asked by the Hoover 
relief organizations is for medical

King Constantine Expect- 
ed to Take Personal 
Charge. of Greek Forces. 
Rhallis Commends Gov- 
ernment.

Athens, December 22.—King Con- 
stantine will soon go to Smyrna to 
take personal command of the Greek 
forces co-operating with Allied 
troops there against the Turkish 
Nationalists. 

This plan of the king was reveal- 
ed in an interview given me today 
by Premier RhajJlis, of the Greek 
cabinet, during which he emphati- 
cally stated that Greece will con- 
tinue her irridentist aspirations re- 
gardless of the allied powers. ‘ 

The king’s intention to go to 
Smyrna might create an interesting 
situation due to the fact that neith- 
er the French nor British govern- 
ments has extended him recognition. 
Should these governments consent 
to his presence in Smyrna it would 
be tantamount to at least partial 
recognition and, according to Rhal- 
lis, their consent would appear to 
be inevitable because Greek assis- 
tance is vitally needed to hold down 
the Turks. ; 

As regards the Greek intentian to 
continue her irredentist aspirations, 
te aged premier wa unqualified in 
his conviction. 

“Greece,” he said, “will spend her 
last drachma and sacrifice her last 
soldier before she will abandon the 
redeemed Turkish populations.” 

Rhalis is 80 years old, but he 
retains the vigor and fire of youth. 
The emphasis with which he denied 
that Greece would meekly surrender 
her gains from Turkey should the 
allied powers so recommend, left no 
doubt as to his confidence in the 
position of the Greek government. 

‘The government is strong and 
the nation is sound,” he said. “The 
whole cabinet which resigned as a 
formality Monday will remain at 
least until the chamber of deputies 
reconvenes.”

“The traitor,” he sald, “sneaked 
out of Greece like a scalded cat. 
He is not missed, and his.memory 
is unsung.”
